W e w’ere in a vortex of shot, shell’ and 
sm oke, and cou ld not tell accu rately; 
b u t w e saw one of th eir Ixiats on tire 
and sinking soon after the action bc-gan. 
T hen a large bu ilding near the w harf, 
I th ink th e barracks, took Are and m any 
other bu ildings w ere s(x>n bu rning. T he 
Spanish had m asked batteries on all 
Hides <»f u s, hidden in bu shes and be­ 
hind hoU'iCh. 
T hey set a im p for u s. 
As soon as we got w ithin range of th eir 
batteries they w ou ld move them .

W astiinoton 
, M ay 13.—T he setback 
rccdvwl by th e A m erican blockading 
pq u aiirou in th e engagem ent in C ar­ 
denas harbor and th e loss of five lives on 
board the torpedolxiat W inslow had a 
solieriiig effect on th e elem ent in th e 
navy w hich is crying ou t for rapid action 
and efforts a t destroying b atteries w ith 
u narnioriMi ships. 
T here probably w ill 
be poiiie sort of inq u iry institu ted to as- 
oertain th e responsibility of sending 
su ch u iiTirotected shells as th e W inslow 
against fortified ports. It is m iracu lou s, 
in the opinion of th e elder officers a t th e 
department, th a t th e dam age and loss of 
life were confined to th e W inslow , for 
the other boats w ith h er w ere very little 
bi'tter off in th e m atter of protection 
and scarcely any of them cou ld resist 
the fire of a sm all rifle. 
It is likely tlu it 
if su ch w’ork as w as attem ptt^d a t C ar­ 
denas is to bo done hereafter th e task 
will be assigned to m ore form idable 
craft.

13.—T he U nit^ l 
States gu nboat H u dson has arrived here 
with the rem ains of Ensign W . Bagley 
and fou r m em bers of th e crew of th e 
torpedoboat W inslow , w ho w ere killed 
in the engagem ent in C ardenas harbor. 
The dead are: 
E nsign W orth B ag­ 
ley; John V arveres, oiler; E lfjah B. 
Tu nnell, cabin o<x)k; Goorge B. Meek, 
flreman, and Jo h n D enefe, flrem an. 
The engagem ent took place inside th e 
harbor of C ardenas. 
T he gnnboat W il­ 
mington, the torpedoboat W inslow and 
the gu u boat H u dson entered th e harbor 
for the pu rpose of attack ing some S pan­ 
ish gu nboats. 
These latter, how ever, 
were not discovered by th e A m erican 
force u ntil th e S paniards opened fire. 
The land batteries of C ardenas su p­ 
ported th e tiro of th e Spanish gu nboats. 
The engagem ent l a s t ^ to r abou t an 
hoar. 
The wou nded: 
are la e u te na nt J. B. 
Beru u ndou , com m anding th e W inslo'iv; 
William P atterson and Daniel W . Mo- 
Keown. 
All are slightly w ou nded, except P a t­ 
terson, whose condition is seriou s. 
En- 
flgn W orth Bagley w as appointed from 
North Carolina on Sept. 7 , 18 9 1. 
| 
The fire of th e Spaniards seemed di- ' 
rected alm ost entirely a t th e W inslow . 
A solid shot crashed into th e hu ll of 
the W inslow and knocked 
ou t her 
hoiler. 
Ill an insta nt she began to roll 
and drift helplessly. 
It w as a m om ent 
of awfu l snspeu .se. 
A tierce cht^er of 
triu mph w ent u p from th e Spaniards. 
The gnnboat H u dson started to th e 
afifiisraiic.e of th e W inslow . 
Ensign Bagley and six m en w ere 
Landing in a grou p on th e deck of th e 
Wfinslow. 
*‘Heave, heave, heave h e r,” 
ahou ted Bagley, as he looked tow ard 
the com m ander of 
th e H u dson and 
oalled for a line. 
“Don’t m iss it,” shonted an officer 
Worn tlie H u dson, and w ith a sm ile 
^ g le y called back: 
“ L et h er oome. 
It’s getting too hot here for cximfort.” 
The line w as th ro w n and, a t th e sam e 
(Dstant, a shell bu rst in th e very inid;st 
of the grou p of m en on board th e 
Winslow. 
Bagley was instantly killed and a few 
others dropped abou t him . H alf a dozen 
®ore fell groim ing on th e blood-stained 
deck. 
One of the dt^ d m en pitcdied 
b m lo ng over th e side of th e boat, b u t 
*118 feet cau ght on th e iron ra il and he 
was hau led back. 
Ba g ley la y stretched o n the deck with 
o is fiio e co mpletely to rn a wa y a nd the 
dpr>er pa rt o f his iKx ly sha ttered.

DISPATCH FROM DEWEY. 


The Admiral 
Probably 
Han Not Yet 
Taken Manila—M erritt and 
OtU to <io. 


W a s h i n g t o n, M ay 13.—A dispatch 
has come to the navy departm ent from 
A dm iral Dewey a t M anila. 
It was 
dated H ongkong, bu t was evidently a 
few days old, and does not show th at 
Dewey has possessed him self of M anila. 
Probably he regards his original orders 
as not broad enou gh to ju stify th at 
action w ithou t fu rtlier directions, and 
as his dispatch w as sent a few days 
ago, he cou ld not have received th e last 
orders of th e departm ent. 
The natu re 
of these orders is indicated by th e as­ 
signm ent of tw o su ch officers as M ajor 
G enerals M erritt ana O tis to com m and 
the troops th a t are to be hu rried to the 
Philippines as rapidly as steam w ill 
take them w hen th e q aarterm ast(;r has 
provisioned th e ships at San Francisw). 
M erritt is the senior m ajor general in 
th e U nited States service after (xeneral 
M iles, and ia ordinary cases, is entitled 
to th e most im portant com m ands, so his 
desigaatioij for this w’ork m ay be taken 
as an evidence of the president’s esti­ 
m ate of the iiiiportau oe of this expedi- 
dition.

Washington, May 13.—The setback 
received by the American blockading

Key W est, May 13.—The United 
States gunboat Hudson has arrived here 
with the rem ains of Ensign W. Bagley 
and four members of the crew of the 
torpedoboat W inslow, who w ere killed 
in the engagem ent in Cardenas harbor. 
The dead are: 
Ensign W orth Bag­

The engagem ent took place inside the 
harbor of Cardenas. 
The gunboat W il­ 
mington, the torpedoboat W inslow and 
the gunboat Hudson entered the harbor 
for the purpose of attacking some Span­ 
ish gunboats. 
These latter, however, 
were not discovered by th e American 
force until the Spaniards opened fire. 
The land batteries of Cardenas sup­ 
ported the fire of the Spanish gunboats.

they are not iii the least flitted. 
Tbi* sort of thing has now been going 
on for several days, ever since the start 
was made to muster the troops into the 
volunteer service. 
It is the rule iii the 
National Guard that the members of the 
companies and regiments have a right 
and do choose their own officer* This is 
done by balloting, after which the name 
of the officer chosen is sent to the adju­ 
tant general's office and the commission 
is made out. 
As soon, however, as the 
company changes from a National Gnarrl 
organization to a volunteer company 
this power is taken from them and is 
pot into the hands of the governor, who 
appoints all officers for state troops, ex­ 
cept the general officers. 
How this power has been used iii this 
state, at least, is well known to every­ 
one who has been interested in military 
affairs and has kept up with Hie appoint- : 
meats as they have been made. Instead 
of men of recognized ability being 
appointed, personal friends of the gover­ 
nor or men who have been able to pull 
the right wiros are said to have been 
given the commissions which belong, bv 
every right, to men who have served the 
stat® in a military capacity for years. 
This is not generally regarded as a j 
time to allow the personal and political 
animosities of a state’s chief executive 
to staud in the way. aud is certainly not 
a time when old and efficient officers ; 
should be turned down because they j 
happen to be on the wrong side of the I 
fence politically, or because they have, 
been heard to make uncomplimentary 
utterances concerning the governor or < 
the gang he assumes to represent, but in 
reality serves. 
For the good of the 
country and for the honor of the state, 
men should be appointed who it is well 
known can falfiii their duties as soldiers 
and not as society men or politicians. 
There are a number of young men 
in 
all 
parts of 
this 
state, 
who, 
since the war began, have suddenly be­ 
come fired with military order, but who 
instead of enlisting us thousands of other 
young mea have done, and taking their 
chances with the rest, have quietly kept 
in the background, pulled wires, and 
have been rewarded with commissions 
because their fathers are men of social 
or political influence, or because they, 
themselves, are personal friends of the 
governor or the power behind the throne. 
This state of affairs makes the condition 
as galling to the old Guardsmen as in 
the days of the English army, when 
commissions were bought aud sold, and 
a young mail, if possessed of family in ­ 
fluence and wealth, could buy a place 
and be given rank above the heads of 
men who were his superiors iii every 
way.
